He stripped West 
of all safe exit cards before 
putting him in, and West was i| 
forced to open the spade suit. 
Observe that, if the declarer 
has to play the spades himself, 
there is no way to avoid the 
loss of two tricks.

When his blueprint for The Great Society 


has been safely deposited in Congress, President 
Johnson is going on tour. No dash through the 
domestic hustings this. Judging from all the 
hints in and between the lines of his State of the 
Union message this one will be semiglobal at 
the least. 


Britain having responded as anticipated, it 


looks like London first, to be followed by hops 
to Italy and West Germany. And what could be 
nicer than Paris in the spring? Unless, of course, 
our little undeclared wars over gold, MLF, Viet 
Nam and the Common Market drive Gen. De 
Gaulle back into seclusion. 


The big question mark, of course, is Mos- 


cow. Mr. Johnson couldn't have been more can- 
did than when he remarked how nice it would 
be to exchange visits with Soviet leaders. 


But Izvestia has responded with its custom- 


ary rancor, possibly because neither Kosygin 
nor Brezhnev dares leave the other to take a 
fresh count of the Supreme Soviet. Both no 
doubt recall that Khrushchev's last mistake was 
going away for a long weekend. 


Latin America is far less complicated, so 


there almost certainly will be a swing through 
Brazil, Chile, Argentina and Peru with possibly 
a final neighborly stop in Mexico. 


With the messages out of the way and a back- 


up man in the person of Hubert Horatio Hum- 
phrey, Mr. Johnson should find little to stay his 
wanderlust. Besides, all those ballpoint pens 
that were strewn from Washington to India and 
Pakistan when LBJ was Vice President must 
have run dry by now.

Churchill Broke All Rules 


Everything good that can possibly be said of Wins- 


ton Churchill will be true. But after all the eulogies 
are duly recorded, the wanton, stupid modern world 
will continue to pursue the current courses that go to 
make the emergence of another Churchill virtually im- 
possible. 


The fact is that Winston Churchill broke all the 


rules which are supposedly necessary to the creation 
of an effective Twentieth Century man. He was a bad 
scholar, and a school drop-out — but this only means 
that he eluded the orthodox ways of testing latent abil- 
ity. He learned to write, as he said, by reading Gib- 
bon's "Decline and Fall of the Roman Empire" on his 
own when he was doing his tour of military duty in 
India, which places him in the ranks of the auto- 
didacts, or the self-taught. (Such people, as everyone 
knows today, cannot hope to get jobs with our many 
institutions which demand not oniy an A. B. degree 
but something beyond that.) 


In his habit*, Churchill was a believer in a 


certain amount of s«lf-Jndulgence. He smoked — 
and his presence on the scene up through his nine- 
tieth year is just about the only prestigious thing 
the tobacco companies now have going for them. 
He liked his brandy. He said many momentous 
things to keep Britain heartened in those dark days 
of 1940 and 1941, but the memory that pnps into my 
mind ahead of all other is one of Churchill lighting 
a cigar and saying to his fellow Britons, "We will 
forego our necessities, but not our pleasures." This 
must have caused Hitler more dismay than the 
speech about fighting on the beaches and on the 
•treeta. 


The bad scholar and the anti-Puritan was also a 


most undisciplined politician. He "crossed the aisle" in 
Commons, quitting the Tory Party quite early in life 
to become a Liberal. Then he crossed back again. The 
Tories were not exactly happy to have him, for he 
broke discipline in the Thirties to warn against the 
pacifism of the Baldwin government and the appease- 
ment policies of Neville Chamberlain. He was always 
an anomaly in politics because he didn't seem to mind 
going out of office if he couldn't do what he wanted 
while holding a position of supposed power. 


Along with his willingness to go out of power rath- 


er than tamper with his own opinions went an incur- 
able sardonic flippancy. He accused Neville Chamber- 
lain of being a turnip mesmerized by a rabbit, the 
rabbit being Hitler. Clement Attlee, his successor as 
Prime Minister, was a "sheep in sheep's clothing." 
Communisls, he said, had "green blood," and should 
be treated accordingly, as subhuman. In American poli- 
tics such verbal indiscretions would have been fatal, 
as witness what happened to the flippant Barry Gold- 
water, who didn't really mean it when he threatened to 
lob a bomb into the men's room at the Kremlin. 


Another Churchill characteristic was being right 


at what hi* immediate contemporaries often re- 
garded as Jhe wrong time. It was in 1946 at Ful- 
ton, Missouri, that he put the phrase, Ihe "Iron 
Curtain," Into general currency — and it wasn't 
long before the world knew what he was talking 
about. But he first used the striking and prophetic 
phragR in a series of telegrami he sent to Presi- 
dent Harry Tniman in May and June of IMS. This 
in attested by William Franklin, the Director of the 


fe 
Office of History of the U. S. State Department. 
He called attention In 1963 to Churchill's early pre- 
Potsdam warnings to Roosevelt'i successor that 
"an Iron Curtain will be pulled down" between 
East and Went if the peacemakers insisted on creat- 
ing a Soviet buffer zone between West Germany 
and Berlin, a>d between the Allied German zone, 
and (he Polish and Czechoslovak frontiers. Neither 
the British po»t-war Prime Minister Clement AUIe« 
nor Tniman was sufficiently Impressed at Potsdam 
to do much about Churchill's warnings. They Hved 
to regret <(. 


If we were to advise a young man today to take 


Churchill as his model, we would be counseling him not 
lo worry about university degrees, or keeping a close 
rein on his tongue when he felt impelled to make a 
witty remark about a public personage, or speaking out 
with Ihe truth et. impolitic moments, or remaining 
constant to party or leader, or refraining from ciga- 
rettes or brandy. But maybe It is tho mark of a ycunjf 
Churchill that he will do what he thinks best anyway, 
no matter what his surrounding culturc-rrcalors tell 
him 'se should or should not do. •

Barry Goldwater used to call him 
because of his boyish face and 
boundless energy, sees the Presi- 
dent every morning and is called 
by him on the telephone several 
times a day. 


"You come into his office," the 


Vice President told a friend, "and 
he doesn't say good morning. He 
says 'What have you done?' and 
sometime? he repeats it—'What 
have you done?' There never was 
a President like this one for 
work." 


LBJ has plunged HHH into all

W A S H I N G T O N — Fourteen 


Inaugurals have been witnessed 
by this correspondent, and no two 
of them have seemed alike. 


This week's celebration of the 


Democratic victory at the polls 
last 
November 
has 
certainly 


brought a different 
atmosphere 


than has prevailed in the past for 
that party. For there is an air of 
affluence about it which is far 
more reminiscent of Republican 
than of Democratic Inaugurations. 
Never before has so much money 
been 
spent 
on the 
festivities, 


which now have become a big 
social event with plenty of enter- 
tainment furnished by profession- 
als from Broadway and Holly- 
wood. 


But it is natural for a political 


party to rejoice and for those who 
have contributed generously to 
campaign funds to be given some 
form of reward—invitations to the 
various Inaugural balls and din- 
ners attended by the President 
himself. 


When this writer came to Wash- 


ington in 1910, the story of the 
Inauguration of President Taft in 
March 1909 was still a topic of 
conversation. For on that day 
there was a snowstorm so severe 
that all telegraphic and telephone 
communications 
were 
disrupted 


for several hours. There was no 
television or even radio then. The 
outside world didn't know until 
the next day when Mr. Taft had 
become President. Indeed, he took 
the oath of office inside the Senate 
Chamber instead of outside the 
Capitol. 


Some of the same issues which 


divide the Republican Party to- 
day were present when Woodrow 
Wilson, Democrat, was inaugurat- 
ed on March 4, 1913. He had won 
in a landslide of electorial votes, 
although he had gotten only a 
minority of the popular vote.

President Roosevelt's inaugura- 


tion for a fourth term, on January 
20, 1945—in the midst of war—was 
hardly a day of jubilation. Ameri- 
can boys were being killed in 
large numbers overseas. It was 
one of the saddest of Inaugura- 
tions. President Roosevelt was not 
in good health, and it was deemed

When John F. Kennedy — the 


youngest man elected to the Presi- 
dency—was inaugurated on Jan- 
uary 20, 1961, there wasn't a 
thought in anybody's mind that 
he wouldn't live out his term.

They heard rumors that the

lo cut price supports, so they 
cashed in on their crops before 
the price drops. It's tails-lhe- 
farmer-wins, 
heads - the - govern- 


ment-loses. If the price goes up, 
the farmer can pay back his loan 
and get his crop back. If the 
price drops, the government is 
stuck with the crop. 


The new Vice President propos- 


es to change this and go back to 
the pre-Benson days when the 
farmer was required to cut pro- 
duction in return for price sub- 
sidies. 


"Now," Humphrey told his ad- 


visers recently, "all the farmer 
has to do is plant his rows of 
corn a little closer and put on 
a little more fertilizer and bring 
in a bumper crop at the same 
time he gets paid to take acreage 
out of circulation." 


What the Vice President pro- 


poses to do is to curtail price 
supports for the big farmer and 
keep supports relatively high for 
the little farmer. 


"Kermit Gordon was right the 


other day when he said that one

farmer

enough food to support the people 
of the United States," Humphrey 
told his staff. "But we can't do 


that. That would swamp the afc 
ready crowded cities with litll* 
farmers and give us the cost of 
retraining them.

Graduated Subsidies 


So Humphrey proposes a price 


support scale patterned after the 
graduated income tax which bene- 
fits the small farmer and scales 
down the big. He has looked over 
the huge subsidies paid to the 
big operators and noted that one 
cotton grower in California re- 
ceived 
an 
annual 
subsidy 
of 


around $750,000. 


Humphrey doesn't plan to cut 


this down in one year. It would 
cause too much economic read- 
justment. But he does propose to 
cut it down gradually. He will set 
a reasonable figure on Ihe amount 
of subsidy a big farmer can get. 
and when he goes beyond a cer- 
tain production point he won't get 
any more price supports. 


It so happens that the man who 


is Secretary of Agriculture is one 
of Hubert's closest friends, Or- 
ville Freeman, former Governor 
of Humphrey's home state, Min- 
nesota. Freeman used to baby-sit 
for the Humphrey children when 
both men were studying at the 
University of Minnesota. Later, 
HHH 
introduced 
Freeman 
to 


President Truman, even before 
he became Governor, as one o£ 
the coming young men of the 
Northwest. 


But Humphrey has told Free- 


man that as presently organized 
no man can run the Agriculture 
Department—because of its en- 
crusted bureaucracy and because 
policy is fixed by committees of 
growers and growers are inter- 
ested only in production. 


At present, the Department's 


budget runs around $8,000,000,OQfl 
—even bigger than the Veterans 
Bureau.

One authority said tattooing is "a 
reversion to the savage instinct 
in the criminal himself." 


Dr. Robert E. Edgerton and Dr. 


Harvey F. Dingman studied the 
tattooed patients at a California 
institution for the mentally re- 
tarded. The I.Q. of 21 per cent 
of the inmates was above 50; the 
others, below. 


This hospital has a self-styled 


elite group and a requirement for 
membership is tattooing. These 
home-made marks are produced 
with a safety pin and India ink. 
A "sharp doll" must have her boy 
friend's name tattooed on some 
part of the body; the men like 
the pachuco tattoo in the web of 
the hand to show they arc "tough 
guys." This in-group at the insti- 
tution represents the troublemak- 
ers and the violations they com- 
mit are calculated and not im- 
pulsive. 
Their I.Q. usually is 


lower than those of nonmembers 
of the gang.

hamians have lived on fish. No 
fish, no living. Their children 
are born on the edge of the jade 
sea, ana they learn the reefs 
before they learn to spell. 


The British run the islands, 


but they do not know how to 
fish. So they angle for tourists 
while the natives are baiting 
grouper and kingfish. The white 
colonials did not do well until 
Sir Stafford Lofthouse 
Sands 


came of age. 
He showed the 


government how to bring vis- 
itors—winter and summer—to 
the archipelago which curves 
south - eastward from P a l m 
Beach to Windward Passage. 


Fifteen years ago, 45,371 tour- 


ists visited these islands. Last 
year, with Sir Stafford Sands 
as Minister for Finance and 
Tourism, 605,171 persons stop- 
ped in the Bahamas. The man 
has a magical touch, but he is 
still no threat to Florida, where 
millions of Americans spend 
their winter leisure. 


The first tourist was Christo- 


pher Columbus, who landed 170 
miles southeast of this capital. 
The island was called San Sal- 
vador; also Walling Island. It 
had a white sand blinding beau- 
ty, as all the Bahamas have, 
but 
Columbus 
realized that 


beauty is not economy. There 
were no mines, no resources 
except fishing, and little tim- 
ber. When the British took over 
the administration of the Ba- 
hamas, 
they realized that it 


must become the kept woman of 
colonies, or it must fail. 


They attracted some people 


from England, and some from 
the United States. 
But the 


Bahamas were poor. When the 
British Empire began to break 
up after the war, no one in the 
islands made a cry for inde- 
pendence. Nassau had its tax 
free shops on Bay Street, its 
land speculators, it class-con- 
scious 
clubs 
and 
polo 
and 


cricket. That is all. 


The Sands family has been 


in (he Bahamas for more than 
.100 years. They know the terri- 
tory. Sir Stafford realized that 
Ihe only thing the Bahamas 
have lo sell is scenery. He sup- 
ported the no-income lex law, 
the small tax on developed real 
estate, and ho persuaded the 
House of Assembly to drop Us 
inheritance tax lo 4 percent. 


Next, helbadgercd the big 


shipping companies Into sending 
huge liners on cruises to Nas- 


sau. At Christmastime, the 83,- 
000 ton Queen Elizabeth 
an- 


chored in the roadstead off thia 
port. 
Two years ago, Presi- 


dent John F. 
Kennedy 
and 


Prime Minister Macmillan were 
persuaded to hold a summit 
meeting here. 


The natives were encouraged 


to continue 
their fishing 
hi 


homemade 
sloops. 
American 


real estate promoters were in- 
vited to visit the islands arid 
carve the land into millions of 
lots for sale to tourists. Small 
cabin cruisers braved the Gull 
Stream to make the 55 mile run 
from Palm Beach to West End, 
and then on to the neighboring 
islands. 


Two small airlines—Mackey 


and Bahama Airways—began to 
bring tourists from Florida to 
the virgin dunes of the islands 
at low rates. Bum Boats, inter- 
island craft, ran supplies from 
Florida to the small ports. An 
oil bunker station was set up 
at Freeport and big tankeri 
were bled by underwater pipe- 
lines offshore.

banks. 
Freighters 


brought European merchandise, 
from bolt goods to sunglasses, 
from luggage to perfume. The 
islands, under Sir Stafford, be- 
gan to come alive. They are 
more alive now, to tourism and 
to trade, than ever before. And 
yet, because they are isolated 
by the sea, they represent a 
commercial threat to no one. 


The sun is getting high now. 


The last of the native fishing 
boats is in. The gay women and 
their children throng the quay, 
shouting greetings to husbands 
and fathers. 
A little colored 


baby sleeps in her mother's 
arms. The mother sways the 
infant 
slowly, too slowly 
to 


loosen the tiny straw hat on its 
head. 


The mother works. She gets 


a day off every second week. I 
ask her for her baby's name. 
The woman smiles. "Pearlina
